DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-6 and 9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Tao et al. and Shishido et al. fail to disclose the combination of all the limitations 
recited, including a flash proof device attached to the first side of the substrate and 
formed with a cavity for receiving the chip and the passive device, a distance in 
elevation from a top side of the flash proof device to the first side of the substrate is 
made to be slightly greater than a depth of a molding cavity, the flash proof device has 
an outer sidewall aligned with a side edge of the substrate, and an encapsulant formed 
by a molding compound for encapsulating the chip, the passive device, the flash proof 
device and the substrate. 

Therefore, the amended limitation together with the overall structure of the 
semiconductor package is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the prior art of 
record.
